REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
independent claims 1 and 18, the prior art fails to teach or make reasonably obvious, in 
combination with the other claimed elements, a restraining apparatus comprising a 
spine with first and second nodes at its opposite ends and connection devices at each 
end of the nodes wherein each node has lateral attachment members releasably 
coupled to each node. Regarding independent claim 1 1 , the prior art fails to teach or 
make reasonably obvious, in combination with the other claimed elements, a restraining 
apparatus comprising a spine with at least two releasably attached lateral attachment 
members comprising elongated arms extending laterally from the spine and being 
adapted to rotate around an axis passing through the spine.
